The American worker's productivity is still 
the highest in the world, according. to -Secretary 
of Labor James D. Hodgson, but he points out an 
alarming trend. From 1965 to just a few months 
ago, our national productivity growth index 
dropped, well below that of competing nations.' 

During, the same period Japan's productivity 
increased at a 13 per cent rate ; the Netherlands 
well over 10 per cent; France's, Germany's and 
Sweden's all in. the neighborhood of 6 to 7 per 
cent. — ,- . . --— - 

Secretary Hodgson warns, "It . won't take 
long for the rest of the world to catch up, and 
we'll find ourselves increasingly unable to com- 
pete for our share of the world's markets." 

Recently, the President established a Nation- 
al Commission on Productivity to find ways to 
stimulate productivity growth. 

Labor and management must both under- 
stand that, while productivity gains are vital, 
they need not and indeed should not be obtained 
at the cost of human hardship. 

However, the American worker must recog- 
nize the only way he can increase his real wages 
is through increased productivity. 

We really do not have a choice between 
quantity and quality. We must have both or we'll 
have neither.

The problem of providing health care has 
been .compounded by the hasty enactment and 
apparently uncontrollable expansion of Medi- 
care and Medicaid. These programs are beset by 
administrative and 'management problems re- 
sulting from legislation which was inadequately 
planned and analyzed. 

Before legislation should even be consider- 
ed, these existing programs should be studied to 
see how they can be made more effective and 
their costs brought_under control. . 

The federal government should encourage 
alternative health-care financing plans and the 
removal of legal and/other barriers to improved 
health care systems, rather than move toward a 
compulsory national system. 

Maximum encouragement should be- given 
to the private health and insurance industries to 
develop incentive-oriented methods of health 
maintenance and care.

About two and one-half million 
Illinois motorists have yet to. ap- 
ply for their 1071 -license plates 
with the deadline for displaying 
them on the vehicles now only 
six weeks away, Secretary of 
State' John W. Lewis said today. 
- The deadline for having the 
plates mounted on the vehicles Is 
midnight Monday, February 15, 
Secretary Lewis sold. 

At present, almost 1,8 million 
plates have been sold, and it is 
estimated that 4.3 million should 
be sold by the deadline. For the 
entiro year, it Is expected that 
4.9-mlllIon- plates -will -be issued. 

Lewis pointed out that plates 
are third class mail, and require 
more time for delivery than first 
class ■mail. He advised motor* 
isls planning to apply for their 
licenses by- mail to have their ap- ' 
plications in his office no later 
than January 25 to allow, time for 
processing of applications and de- 
livery of plates in time for the 
deadline. 

; The plates may be purchased 
over the. counter at two Secretary 
of. State's office outlets in Spring- 
field and three in Chicago, and 
also at 91 banks throughout the 
stale, including the State Bank of 
Antioch.

True, American Social Health 
Association is an avant-garde 
agency, although one of the old- 
est national voluntary health 
agencies in the -nation. The value 
of a national health agency is 
often measured by its visibility 
and emotional appeal. There can 
be no such simple measurement 
of ASHA, 

.Attitudes toward, venereal dis- 
ease and prostitution do not evoke 
a favorable response .or public 
clamor as do polio, heart and 
cancer. Drug abuse does not lend 
itself to "instant" solutions such 
as surgery, an organ transplant, 
immunization or a television spot 
announcement campaign. 

The problems with which ASH- 
A is concerned' require long 
range solutions (it took 20 years 
to get venereal disease out of the 
dirty-word department) because 
they are fraught with social 
stigma, personal privacy and 
complex behavior patterns. 

ASHA is seldom "seen" in the 
local community because it has 
no local chapters or offices. It 
can besj perform its services from 
t the regional 'level' because its

Questions,— 

lAnswers 

Q— For several years after tho 
death or my husband, I received 
widow's pension from the Veter- 
ans Administration. When Ire* 
married, the pension stopped. My 
second husband, who was not a 
I veteran died recently, and 1 was 
1 left without sufficient income to 
| provide for my support. Is- it 
| possible to ' have my pension re- 
stored? . : 

i -A— Yes, if you are otherwise 
qualified for benefits,, you may 
reapply for death pension bene- 
fits. A change in the law effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1971, permits restora- 
tion of death pensions to widows 
who' remarry and this marriage 
is terminated by death or divorce. 
Q— I did not complete high 
school, but was accepted as a col- 
• lege student under the G, I. Bill 
on the basis of a General Equiv- 
I atency Diploma lest. 1 now find 
■ that I am having trouble with 
some subjects and cannot keep up 
with my class. I have been ad- 
vised to seek special help, Can 
VA help me? 

A— Yes, if your school certifies 
that you need tutorial help to 
avoid failing a course, you may 
receive up lo $50 a "month for 
nine, months to pay a qualified 
tutor. Application ■ should be 
made to the VA on Form 2IE- 
lfllMT. 

Q— Several years ago I elected 
to receive Army retirement 
benefits rather than VA disability 
compensation. Is it too laic to 
change -now? ri ._ 

A— No. There is no' deadline 
for changing to compensation 
from VA In lieu of retired military 
pay. However, you must undergo 
a VA medical examination to de- 
termine the degree and nature 
of your disability and the amount 
of compensation to which you arc 
entitled, You can made arrange- 
ments for this examination 
through the nearest VA office. 

Q— I am currently training as 
an apprentice under the G.I. Bill. 



As a part of my training my em- 
ployer has asked me to take a 
correspondence course. Will VA 
pay for the lessons completed 
through correspondence, in addi- 
tion, to providing the allowance 
under the apprenticeship; pro- 
gram? ' 

A—No. You cannot be paid for 
a correspondence course at the 
same time you are pursuing train- 
ing under an apprentice program. 

Q-l am a 74 year old, honor- 
ably discharged veteran who 
servedt in the Army less than 90 
days, from Oct. 23, 1918, to Jan. 
6, 1919. Am I entitled to VA 
hospital or medical care? Also 
il I should die before my wife, 
who is also 74, is she eligible for 
any benefits from the VA? 

A— War veterans who were dis- 
charged under other than dishon- 
orable' conditions may receive 
hospital care from the VA on a 
Bed-available basis for, treatment 
of their nonscrvicc-conncctcd con- 
ditions. ' You may make applica- 
tion by reporting to the nearest 
VA hospital for examination. If 
this is not convenient, complete 
VA Form 10-P-10 with the assist- 
ance of your physician, and mail 
to the nearest VA hospital. 

To be eligible for pension, how- 
ever, a veteran must have served 
90 days or more, part* of which 
must have been during wartime, 
unless discharged sooner for line 
or duty disability, and must have 
been discharged under other than 
dishonorable conditions.- , 

Eligible widows and children- of 
deceased veterans may. be eligi- 
ble for death pension benefits 
provided the veteran meets the 
service . requirements stated 
above. - 

Q— My father died in wartime 
service. I am 20 years old and 
going to college, under the War 
Orphans Educational. Assistance 
Program. I earned $800 ■ last 
year. Will that prevent me from 
receiving VA benefits? 

A— No, there is no limit, on 
your earned income. 
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You flucsscdil! You're In the book. Tell 
us you'll leave your funds on deposit for 
two full years from the beginning of the 
next quarter, We'll make on entry in the
